Rhee to 
Run D.C. 
Schools 

Fenty taps nonprofit chief 
to upgrade education system 

WASHINGTON I District of Columbia Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty on Tuesday appointed the 
founder of a nonprofit teacher recruitment 
and training organization to head the city’s 
floundering public schools. 

Michelle Rhee’s appointment as chancel- 
lor must be confirmed by 
the D.C. Council. Council 
Chairman Vincent C. 

Gray voiced support for 
the choice. 

The announcement 
came hours after Fenty ’s 
takeover of the 55,000- 
student system became 
effective at 12:01 a.m. 

Rhee, who taught for three years at 
Baltimore’s Harlem Park Community School 
in the 1990s before founding the New Teacher 
Project, said, “I am at my core a teacher.” 

Speaking at a news conference on the 
steps of city hall, Rhee had harsh words for 
the state of education in Washington. 

“Public education is supposed to be the 
great equalizer in our country,” she said. 
“Unfortunately, that is not the reality for 
many of our students here in the city. The 
education that they are currently receiving 
is subpar, substandard and, frankly, it’s no 
longer going to be acceptable.” 

Rhee said she believes attracting and 
retaining the most talented teachers is the 
key to turning the system around. Rhee, who 
is Asian, will be the first non-black schools 
chief in the District in decades, (ap)

President tries to ease 
lawmakers’ concerns 
on trip to Capitol Hill 

WASHINGTON | President Bush prod- 
ded rebellious Senate Republicans 
Wednesday to help resurrect legis- 
lation that could provide eventual 
citizenship for millions of illegal 
immigrants. 

“It’s a highly emotional issue,” 
said Bush after a session in which 
several lawmakers bluntly told him 
their constituents do not trust the 
government to secure the nation’s 
borders or weed out illegal work- 
ers at job sites. 

To alleviate the concerns, the 
president said he was receptive to 
an emergency spending bill as a 
way to emphasize his administra- 
tion’s commitment to accelerated 
enforcement. 

“I don’t think he changed any 
minds,” conceded Sen. Mel Marti- 
nez, R-Fla., a supporter of the legis- 
lation. But Martinez added that the 
president’s appearance had helped 


more favorably inclined. 

One Republican widely viewed 
as a potential convert. Sen. Bob 
Corker of Tennessee, said he was 
not yet persuaded. “At the end of 


the day. I’ve got to be able to sit 
down and know myself that we are 
going to secure our border,” he said. 
“Today, I do not feel that way.” 

Bush’s trip to the Capitol marked 
only the second time since he 


became president that he attend- 
ed the weekly closed- door senators 
lunch, a gesture that underscored 
the importance he places on passage 
of immigration legislation. 

Despite the president’s com- 
mitment, many conservatives in 
his own party have criticized the 
measure as an amnesty for mil- 
lions of lawbreakers. Additionally, 
job approval ratings in the 30 per- 
cent range make it difficult for the 
president to bend even Republican 
lawmakers to his will. 

Compounding the challenge is 
a stream of statements from Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., that it is up to Bush and 
the Republicans to produce enough 
votes to revive the measure. “We’ll 
move on to immigration when 
they have their own act together,” 
he said. 

“Fourteen percent of the Repub- 
licans supporting the president’s bill 
won’t do the trick,” he said, referring 
to the seven GOP senators who sup- 
ported a move to free the bill from

Senate Debates Fuel Economy Bill 


WASHINGTONIAs U.S. motorists face 
near-record gasoline prices, the Sen- 
ate took up an energy bill Tuesday 
that would raise auto fuel economy 
standards for the first time in nearly 
20 years and make oil industry price 
gouging a federal crime. 

The Senate bill calls on automak- 
ers to boost their fuel economy to 


a fleet average of 35 miles per gal- 
lon by 2020, about a 40 percent 
increase over what new vehicles 
are required to attain today.

Spying Rules May Change 



Intelligence director 
working to redefine 
powers of spy agencies 

WASHINGTON I The national intel- 
ligence director has won White 
House approval to begin revising 
an executive order that lays out 
each spy agency’s responsibilities 
and the government’s protections 
against spying on Americans. 

The Reagan-eral981 presidential 
order is woven into the culture at the 
16 spy agencies and spells out their 
powers. It also provides guidance 
to protect against spying on Amer- 
icans, prohibitions against human 
experimentation and the long-stand- 
ing ban on assassination. 

Some officials familiar with 
Intelligence Director Mike McCo- 
nnell’s plans, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said his intent is 
solely to update the policy to reflect 
changes in the intelligence commu- 
nity since Sept. 11, 2001. 

But other officials said opening 
the order to changes could lead well 


beyond that. They said the exercise 
could threaten civil liberties protec- 
tions approved by President Rea- 
gan following intelligence abuses 
in the 1970s, and that intelligence 
agencies will be tempted to expand 
their powers. 

McConnell himself has said the 


authorities of his office need to be 
adjusted. “We don’t have it right yet,” 
he told an audience in April.

Duke Prosecutor’s 
Ethics Trial Begins 


Nifong is charged with 
violating rules in case 
against lacrosse players 

RALEIGH, N.C. I More than a year 
after shocking allegations emerged 
about Duke University’s lacrosse 
team, prosecutor Mike Nifong 
was back in court Tuesday — this 
time as the defendant. 

The North Carolina State Bar 
charged the Durham County dis- 
trict attorney with several violations 
of the state’s rules of professional 
conduct, all tied to his handling of 
the lacrosse team case. If convicted 
by a disciplinary commission, he 
could be stripped of his license to 
practice law in the state. 

Nifong won indictments against 
three lacrosse players last year after 
a woman hired as a stripper for a 
team party in March 2006 said she 
was raped. Criticism of Nifong’s 
evidence and handling of the case 


increased through the summer, then 
when the bar filed its initial ethics 
charges, Nifong turned the case over 
to the state attorney general, who 
dropped all the charges. 

“This didn’t have to happen, and 
the horrible consequences were 
entirely foreseeable,” said Kather- 
ine Jean, the bar official prosecut- 
ing Nifong. “The harm done to these 
three young men and their families 
and the justice system of North Car- 
olina is devastating.” 

Jean detailed Nifong’s meetings 
with the director of a DNA labo- 
ratory he hired, at which she said 
Nifong learned that none of the 
players’ DNA matched that mate- 
rial found in and on the accuser. The 
bar has accused Nifong of keeping 
those test results from the defense, 
which his attorney denied. 

“There is no evidence — none — 
of any sort of agreement with Mr. 
Nifong and anybody to exclude evi- 
dence,” Freedman said, (ap)

Hamas fighters attack 
Fatah stronghold; 37 
killed in recent clashes 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Hundreds 
of Hamas fighters firing rockets 
and mortar shells captured the 
headquarters of the Fatah- allied 
security forces in northern Gaza 
on Tuesday, scoring a key victory 
in the bloody battle for control of 
the seaside strip. 

Both sides said Gaza had 
descended into civil war, as the 
death toll from two days of Pales- 
tinian fighting reached 37. 

Tuesday’s battles marked a turn- 
ing point, with Hamas moving sys- 
tematically to seize Fatah positions 
in what some in the Islamic militant 
group said would be a decisive phase 
in the yearlong power struggle. The 
confrontations became increasing- 
ly brutal in recent days, with some 
killed execution- style in the streets, 
others in hospital shootouts. 

The conflict escalated further 
when the Fatah central committee 
decided to suspend the activities of 
its ministers in the government it 
shares with Hamas. In an emergen- 
cy meeting in the West Bank city of 
Ramallah, Fatah decided on a full 
withdrawal if the fighting doesn’t 
stop, said government spokesman 


Nabil Abu Rdeneh. 

President Mahmoud Abbas 
accused the Islamic militants of 
Hamas of trying to stage a coup. 

Battles raged across the Gaza 
Strip during the day, with the 
staccato of gunfire echoing across 
Gaza City.

U.S. Official: Iran

PARIS I A senior U.S. diplomat 
accused Iran on Tuesday of trans- 
ferring weapons to Taliban insur- 
gents in Afghanistan — the most 
direct comments yet on the contro- 
versial issue by a ranking Ameri- 
can official. 

Undersecretary of State Nich- 
olas Burns, speaking to reporters 
in Paris, said Iran was funding

Outgoing British PM 
takes parting shot at 
the quality of news 

LONDON I British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said Tuesday the coun- 
try’s media sometimes resembled 
“a feral beast, just tearing people 
and reputations to bits” as jour- 
nalists compete for controversy 
and sensation. 

Blair, bemoaning the deteriora- 
tion in the relationship between gov- 
ernment and the media during his 
decade in office, said it needed to 
be repaired. He said the increased 
competition among journalists was 
compounded by the proliferation of 
new media. 

“I do believe this relationship 
between public life and the media is 
now damaged in a way that requires 
repair,” he told reporters. 

Blair said fragmentation and 


intense competition had driven 
journalists to seek ever more sen- 
sational stories. 

When it operates in a pack, 
Blair said, the media “is like a feral 
beast, just tearing people and rep- 
utations to bits. But no one dares 
miss out.” 

Blair, who leaves office on June 
27 after a decade as Britain’s leader, 
noted that there are several agen- 
cies that regulate broadcasters, the 
press and other media — a situa- 
tion that he said was “increasingly 
irrational.” 

“The regulatory framework at 
some point will need revision,” 
he said. 

“As the technology blurs the dis- 
tinction between papers and televi- 
sion, it becomes increasingly irra- 
tional to have different systems of 
accountability based on technology 
that can no longer be differentiated 
in the old way.” (ap)

Sudan OKs New Darfur Troop Plan 


But skepticism is high 
that Khartoum will 
act on U.N. proposal 

NAIROBI, KENYA I Sudan has accept- 
ed a revised plan for a joint African 
Union and United Nations peace- 
keeping force, a senior African 
Union official said Tuesday in Ethi- 
opia — but UN. diplomats said the 
approval came with difficult con- 
ditions, and there was widespread 
skepticism of any breakthrough. 

Sudanese, UN. and AU officials 
met in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, for 
two days to discuss a UN. plan that 
calls for bolstering an underfunded 
force of 7,000 AU peacekeepers in 
Darfur in Sudan’s west with a joint 
force of 23,000. 

On Tuesday, a top AU official 
announced that Sudan’s President

Omar al-Bashir had accepted the 
plan for a “hybrid” AU-UN. force of 
between 17,000 and 19,000 troops 
for Darfur after receiving “clarifi- 
cations” of the plan. 

However, there was widespread 
skepticism of Sudan’s commitment, 
given Khartoum’s repeated back- 
tracking on the plan and the lack 
of detail about how officials man- 
aged to satisfy al-Bashir, who has 
demanded in the past that the entire 
force come from Africa and be com- 
manded by the AU, not the U.N. 

More than 200,000 people 
have died in Darfur and 2.5 mil- 
lion have been chased from their 
homes since 2003, when local rebels 
took up arms against the Sudanese 
government. Sudanese leaders are 
accused of unleashing a pro-govern- 
ment Arab militia to fight them — a 
charge they deny, tommaliti(ap) 


U.S., Iraqi Forces 
Launch Raid on 
Lollipop Factory 

BAGHDAD I US. and Iraqi forces on 
Tuesday raided a lollipop factory 
being used to make bombs, find- 
ing boxes of explosives and two tons 
of fertilizer in the basement of the 
facility in northern Iraq, an Iraqi 
officer said. 

The entry room to the al-Arij 
factory was booby-trapped and 
the building was empty because 
the workers fled after apparently 
being tipped off to the raid, accord- 
ing to the officer, army commander 
Brig. Gen. Nour al-Din Hussein. 

Hussein, commander of Iraq’s 
4th Brigade, said the Christian 
owner of the lollipop factory was 
killed three years ago. He said the 
facility was currently rented to peo-

Beer eompany hopes 
new product will 
rev up summer sales 

Miller Brewing Co., known for 
its conventional slate of Ameri- 
can beers, is hoping a brew with a 
Mexican twist can help pull it out 
of a sales slump. 

The Milwaukee brewer is launch- 
ing Miller Chill, a 110 -calorie beer 
flavored with lime and salt, through- 
out the U.S. this summer after a suc- 
cessful test run in Texas and sev- 
eral other states. Chill is Miller’s 
answer to the michelada, a drink 
popular at Mexican beach resorts 
usually consisting of beer, lime juice 
and ice in a salt-rimmed glass. TV 
ads in local markets included the 
slogan, “Se habla Chill?” [“Do you 
speak Chill?”].

America and regain market share 
despite brutal competition. 

In the U.S., beer giants Miller, 
Anheuser-Busch Cos. and Molson 
Coors Brewing Co. are struggling 
to increase sales of their flagship 
domestic beers, as beer drinkers 
increasingly reach for imports 
and small-batch “craft” brews. Mill- 
er’s prowess in the American beer 


industry has been gradually slip- 
ping since the 1980s, when Miller 
Lite held the lead in the light-beer 
wars with its famed “Tastes Great, 
Less Filling,” ad campaign. 

The brewer hopes Chill, which 
it calls a premium light lager, will 
appeal to light-beer drinkers seek- 
ing more flavor.

“Everybody knows the field tests 
are highly subjective,” Barry said 
after the hearing. 

The problems that led to Barry’s 
September arrest were the result 
of his age and medications he was 
taking at the time, said Frederick 
Cooke, Barry’s lawyer. 

Barry said he is diabetic and 
suffers from high blood pressure 
and bad knees.

Roswell readies for 
an invasion 60 years 
after the incident 

CLOSE ENCOUNTERS I Is “The Truth” 
located in this remote city in New 
Mexico? 

Driving alone down a stretch 
of desolate highway en route to 
Roswell, I begin to understand why 
conspiracy buffs have long argued 
that aliens crash-landed in the des- 
ert here a half-century ago. 

Darkness engulfs desert fields. A 


misshapen yellow moon hangs in the 
sky. Husks of abandoned buildings 
litter the roadside. Has an alien inva- 
sion already taken place? I notice a 
blinking light in the sky — but quick- 
ly discern it’s an airplane. 

Being out here by yourself is 
enough to make you think twice. 

“I do know this. There are other 
things out there in the universe,” 
said John Turner, 78, working the 
desk of the International UFO 
Museum and Research Center on 
Roswell’s North Main Street. 

The original Roswell Incident 


occurred in July 1947- A rancher 
named WW. “Mack” Brazel went to 
check on some sheep after a night of 
storms. He claimed to find strange 
debris. Neighbors said he might have 
found pieces of a flying saucer. 

On July 8, 1947, a local military 
office issued a press release saying 
that pieces of a “crashed disk” were 
recovered. A story featured on the 
front page of the Roswell Daily 
Record claimed a flying saucer 
was captured. 

The both anniversary will be 
marked July 5 through 8 at the city’s 


annual UFO festival. City officials 
say 50,000 people are expected for 
the event, which will include lectures, 
book-signings, tours, entertainment 
and, according to the organizers, per- 
haps an alien abduction or two. 

Long-term plans are underway as 
well for a UFO -themed amusement 
park, complete with an indoor roller 
coaster that would take passengers 
on a simulated alien abduction. 

The museum’s most popular and 
photographed exhibition is purely 
fictional: the set of an alien autop- 
sy from the 1994 television movie

AUTO RACING I Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
wants to win championships, and 
there’s no better place to do that 
than at Hendrick Motorsports. 

The most frenzied free-agency in 
NASCAR history will end Wednes- 
day when Earnhardt reveals where 
he’ll drive next season, and all signs 
point to Rick Hendrick’s elite orga- 
nization.

The Triple-A Columbus outfield- 
er extended his minor league-best 
39 -game hitting streak Tuesday 
against Syracuse. It’s the longest 
such streak in the Minors since 
1961 . 

“It’s terrific. I just found out 
today that it’s only [three] games 
from tying the record, and that 
league has been going forever,” 
Nationals manager Manny Acta 
said. “It takes a lot of things going 
right for you to get a hit in [39] 
games in a row.” 

The Nationals’ Opening Day 
center fielder last season, Watson 
struggled with a bruised knee and 
went 5-for-28 before being sent 
down. It was the last of his three 
short stints with the club. 

Watson joined Detroit in the 
offseason but was released during 
spring training. He was invited to 
rejoin the Nationals’ farm system 
shortly thereafter. 

“I think sometimes when people 
get released, they put it in a differ-

Adam “Pacman” Jones withdrew the 
appeal of his suspension Tuesday 
and will serve the one -year term 
imposed by NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell. 

“I understand my responsibilities 
to my teammates, the Titans and my 
fans, and I am committed to turning 
my life around and being a positive 
member of the NFL,” Jones said in a 
statement issued by his agent. 

Jones met with Goodell at 
NFL headquarters Tuesday and 
was accompanied to New York by 
agent Michael Huyghue. 

“Last week, I asked for an oppor- 
tunity to meet privately with com- 
missioner Goodell,” Jones said in the 
statement. “I met with him earlier 
today to tell him about the steps I 
have taken to change my life.” 

Goodell suspended Jones on 
April 10 for a series of off-Reld epi- 
sodes. He has been interviewed by 
police 10 times and been arrested 
five times since he was drafted in

‘Ur Bush’ is Comedy 
Central’s tiny nod to 
our fearless leader 

M I N I P R ES I Like most political sat- 
ire, “Lir Bush” pinpoints the logical 
extreme of real life. 

Take its title character. Lil’ George 
Bush is a pushy if none-too -swift lad 
making mischief with his pals from 
Beltway Elementary: Lil’ Condi, Lil’ 
Cheney and Lil’ Rummy. Another 
thing: Lil’ George resides in the 
White House. 

Oh, sure, this new Comedy Cen- 
tral cartoon show does take lil’ liber- 
ties with the truth. For instance, “Lil’ 
Bush” is set in the present, yet George 
H.W. (not current president George 
W.) Bush is the nation’s chief execu- 
tive. And though Lil’ Cheney mut- 
ters in an indecipherable growl, his 
practice of biting off the heads of live 
chickens has no basis in real life. 

On the premiere (Wednesday 
at 10:30 p.m. EDT), Lil’ George 


and his chums go to Iraq in hopes 
of tracking down some good news 
about the war to cheer up his dad 
for Father’s Day. 

But once they arrive, where will 
the kids look? 

“Right here: Baghdad!” says Lil’ 
George between explosions. “It’s got 
‘Dad’ right in it!” 

The episode’s other tale finds 
Lil’ George, inexperienced with the 
opposite sex, betting his friends he 
can get a girl to kiss him. 

“What about ME, Lil’ George?” 
says Condi, who suffers from an unre- 
quited crush on him. 

“Yeah,” says Lil’ George, as oblivi- 
ous as always, “you can be in on the 
bet, too.” 

Created by Donick Cary, whose 
credits include writing for talk show 
host David Letterman and a stint 
on “The Simpsons” as writer-pro- 
ducer, “Lil’ Bush” is “this fantasti- 
cal Bush World bridging the two 
Bush presidencies, where anything 
can happen.”

I want to 
be a decider!” Whereas in a recent 
speech, his real-life counterpart told 
an Ohio audience, “My job is a job to 
make decisions. I’m a decision — if the 
job description were, what do you do, 
it’s Decision Maker. And I make a lot 
of big ones and I make a lot of little

Queens of the Stone 
Age struggle to keep 
up with themselves 

REVIEW I It’s Josh Homme’s fault 
really. He set the bar too high. 

Homme assembled Queens 
of the Stone Age’s finest lineup 
with 2002’s “Songs for the Deaf,” 
including Dave Grohl, his gener- 
ation’s most inventive drummer; 
Nick Oliveri, whose bass lines 
rattled the internal organs; and 
singer Mark Lanegan, his voice at 
its most elemental. Then he flung 
away the parts. 

It’s taken two albums for 
Homme, with a new lineup and 


dragging Lanegan along on a few 
tracks, to come close to reaching 
the high-water mark he set with 
“Songs for the Deaf.” 

“Era Vulgaris” (Interscope) 


doesn’t pack the same punch as 
“Deaf,” but it is satisfying and 
much more inventive than the 
Queens’ previous effort, “Lulla- 
bies to Paralyze.” 


“Vulgaris” shares many of the 
same themes and musical ideas as 
“Deaf.” This is still Southern Califor- 
nia metal filtered through punk rock 
and Homme’s still disgusted by most 
of what he sees around him. Several 
songs have a familiar sound — “Sick, 
Sick, Sick,” “I’m Designer,” “Run, Pig, 
Run,” and “River in the Road.” 

But it is a couple of slower num- 
bers here that are most satisfying. 
The first, “Make It Wit Chu,” is sung 
by Lanegan, the former Screaming 
Trees frontman who has made a 
living out of unique collaborations. 
Its hokey-fun falsetto chorus leav- 
ens Lanegan’s smokey baritone to 
perfection. 

And Homme sings over a swing- 
ing, laid-back beat on “Suture Up 
Your Future,” a fantastic counter- 
point to some of the album’s more 
frenetic fare (though it does end with 
a snarl), chris talbott (ap)

Stax Records is back 
to making music on 
its 50 th anniversary 

The sound was never exactly pol- 
ished, but it had plenty of soul, and 
the Memphis sound created at Stax 
Records has found its own special 
place in the history of American 
music. 

Some of pop’s most cherished 
recordings came out of the Stax 
studio, including Sam & Dave’s 
“Soul Man,” Otis Redding’s “(Sitting 
On) The Dock of the Bay” and Isaac 
Hayes’ “Theme From Shaft.” 

Now, 50 years after a white coun- 
try-fiddle player opened a record- 
ing studio in a predominantly 
black, inner-city neighborhood, 
the Stax label is trying to make a 
comeback. 

“Stax was a great confluence of 
music and culture. It was a bira- 
cial, creative home for artists in 
the South at a very critical time in 
history,” said Roger Smith of the 
Concord Music Group, the label’s 
current owner. “That sound was 
very much of a period, but the 
spirit behind that and the soul 
music that it created continues 
today.” 

Stax owed its success as much to 
serendipity as to design, with artists 
like Redding, Sam & Dave, Eddie 
Floyd, Carla Thomas, the Staple 
Singers and dozens of others cre- 
ating music on the fly. 

“Things weren’t necessarily writ- 
ten out. They were what we called 
‘head arranged.’ We just kind of 
talked about what we wanted or 
hummed what we wanted — and 
then played it,” said guitarist Steve 
Cropper, a founding member of 
Booker T. and the MGs, the Stax 
house band. 

Stax artists created their own 
distinctive sound — rougher around 
the edges than the slicker style of 


their counterparts at Detroit’s 
Motown — and reigned over the 
world of Southern soul. 

Concord recently released “A 
50th Anniversary Celebration,” a 
two -CD anthology of Stax record- 
ings, and more Stax releases are in 
the works. Concord is signing new 
artists for the label, such as soul 
singers Angie Stone and Lalah 
Hathaway. Musician and sing- 
er Isaac Hayes, who along with 
David Porter was a leading Stax 
songwriter, is expected to return 
to the label. Smith said. 

“There will be more in the future. 
It’s going to be a very active roster 
and active label,” he said. 

Stax was founded by Jim Stew- 
art, a fiddle player and former bank 
employee, and his sister Estelle 
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No Love: K. Clarkson

Stewart start- 
ed Satellite Records, a label that 
evolved into Stax, in a relative’s 
garage in 1957. Focusing on rock- 
abilly, pop and country, he moved 
the following year to a small, rural 
studio near Memphis, and Axton 
mortgaged her house to buy equip- 
ment. 

In 1959, Stewart and Axton 
moved to a former movie house, the 
old Capitol Theater, in an inner-city 
neighborhood known as “Soulsville” 
because of the many musicians who 
had lived in the area. 

Soon, singers, musicians and 
songwriters came knocking on 
the studio door. 

Words like “gritty” and “raw” 


often are used in comparing the 
Stax sound with Motown’s more 
urbane approach. 

“A lot of those groups, they had 
matching outfits and all that sort of 
stuff. They really tried to set their 
sights on the pop culture,” Crop- 
per said. “We put our sights on the 
R&B charts.” 

The whole Stax atmosphere 
rested on a make-it-up-as-you- 
go philosophy, said Deanie Park- 
er, a founding member of the non- 
profit Soulsville Foundation, which 
opened the Stax Museum of Ameri- 
can Soul on the site of the old stu- 
dio in 2003. 

“You were encouraged and given 
the freedom to be creative, and we 
took advantage of that freedom,” 
said Parker, a longtime Stax employ- 
ee who helped run its record shop. 
Satellite Records, a popular hang- 
out for area musicians. 

And the music lives on. Smith 
said the company believes new 
releases from the Stax catalog 
will stir young and older listen- 
ers alike. 

“It really is music that is time- 
less,” he said. 

“The interesting thing about 
great old music is it transcends

A wealthy American 
is buying land with 
conservation in mind 

The American multimillionaire 
who founded the North Face and 
Esprit clothing lines says he is try- 
ing to save the planet by buying bits 
of it. First, Douglas Tompkins pur- 
chased a huge swath of southern 
Chile, and now he’s hoping to save 
the northeast wetlands of neighbor- 
ing Argentina. 

He has already snapped up 
more than half a million acres 
of the Esteros del Ibera, a vast 
Argentine marshland teeming 
with wildlife. 

Tompkins, 64, is a hero to some 
for his environmental stewardship. 
Others resent his land purchases as 
a foreign challenge to their national 
patrimony. 

Tompkins says industrial- 
ized agriculture is chewing up 
big chunks of Argentina’s fragile 


marshland and savanna, and that 
essential topsoil is disappearing. 

“Everywhere I look here in 
Argentina, I see massive abuse 
of the soil ... just like what hap- 
pened in the U.S. 20 or 30 years 


ago,” he said. 

Tompkins hopes to do in Argen- 
tina what he did in Chile — create 
broad stretches of land protected 
from agribusiness or industrial 
development, and one day, turn 


them over to the government as 
nature reserves. 

Wealthy foreigners have bought 
an estimated 4.5 million acres in 
Argentina and Chile in the past 15 
years for private Patagonian play- 
grounds. Actor Sylvester Stallone,

CNN founder Ted Turner and Ital- 
ian fashion designer Luciano Benet- 
ton all have large holdings set amid 
pristine mountains and lakes. 

Tompkins was among the early 
ones, buying a 35 -mile -wide strip 
of Chile from a Pacific coastal bay 
to the country’s Andean mountain 
border with Argentina. 

Argentine officials took notice 
and eagerly courted Tompkins’ 
philanthropy, flying him to sever- 



al areas of ecological significance in 
the late 1990s — when the govern- 
ment was strapped for cash because 
of the economic crisis. 

He bought a 120,000-acre 
ranch in 1998 and has increased 
his Argentine holdings to near- 
ly 600,000 acres since then. He 
now owns well more than 1 mil- 
lion acres in Chile and Argentina, 
a combined area about the size of 
Rhode Island. 

Critics now weave many conspir- 
acy theories, accusing Tompkins of 
seeking control of one of South Amer- 
ica’s biggest freshwater reserves and 
worrying that he might never cede 
the lands to the state. 

“These lands should not belong to 
an individual, much less a foreigner,” 
said Luis D’Elia, a former minister 
in Argentina’s cabinet. D’Elia argues 
the American could gain “control of 
resources that are going to be scarce 
in the future, like water.” 

In Chile, independent Sen. Anto- 
nio Horvath said the Chilean gov- 
ernment must have final say on land 
usage, complaining that Tompkins’ 
purchases were “effectively splitting 
the country in two.” 

Tompkins insists he’ll eventu- 
ally return the land to both gov- 
ernments to be preserved as nature 
reserves or parks, but will hold onto 
it for now “as a very good example 
of what private conservation can 

do.” SHANE ROMIG (AP)

Tie One 


Men are loosening 
the noose when it 
comes to casual cool 

How hard can it be to take off 
your tie? 

With the suit- and-no -tie look 
gaining prominence lately — presi- 
dential hopeful Barack Obama has 
drawn attention for sporting a ver- 
sion of the approach, and Microsoft’s 
Steve Ballmer and Boeing CEO Jim 
McNerney have done it, too — more 
men are trying it out themselves. 
In the process, they’re discovering 
that this seemingly effortless style 
takes work to get right. 

Try it with a formal pinstripe suit 
and you could look like you sim- 
ply forgot your necktie. Choose 
the wrong collar — button-down 
instead of spread — and the result- 
ing casual effect might say middle 
management, not corner office. 

Obama achieves the style with 
a subtle variation, wearing a sport 
coat and pants of the same or sim- 
ilar color instead of a suit, a cam- 
paign spokesman says. When it 
comes to serious occasions like 
the televised presidential debates 
or a recent service commemorat- 
ing the Los Angeles riots, he typi- 


cally wears a tie. 

At ProLogis, a real estate invest- 
ment trust in Denver, the tieless suit 
is called “upscale business casual.” 
It has been the dress code since 
the REIT merged with a Califor- 
nia company two years ago. The 
company stopped requiring ties, 
although employees still had to 
wear jackets. 

Chief Executive Jeffrey H. 
Schwartz says he found leaving his 
tie at home “a little disconcerting 
at first ... kind of like losing a 
security blanket.” To ease his 
transition into tieless suits, 
he delegated responsibility 
for choosing his clothes to 
his wife. 

Business casu- 
al, of course, is an 
entrenched con- 
cept in the corpo- 
rate world. It often 
describes khakis and 
button-down shirts 
worn without ties. What’s 
different about the latest no- 
tie look is that it’s a dressier version 
of business casual, where a suit, 
or a formal jacket with matching 
pants, is worn. 

For Obama and other candidates 
like John Edwards who have gone 



tieless in public appearances, the 
look could help convey youthful- 
ness and openness to change, says 
political consultant Chris Lehane, 
who advised Bill Clinton. But “the 
downside is, does it reinforce any 
issues regarding whether he has 
enough experience or gravitas to 
be president?” he adds. 

To successfully pull off the look, 
experts offer some general rules. 
Avoid pinstripe suits. The contrast 
between formal and casual can be 
stark. Abetter option: trim -fitting 
solid- colored suits, with one or two 
buttons on the jacket rather than 
more formal three -button styles. 
For the office, unbutton only the 
top button, and for evenings out, 
stop at two. Anything more 
and you risk looking like 
Wayne Newton, warns 
Jim Moore, creative 
director at GQ. 

At New York 
restaurant 21 Club, 
which dropped its 
requirement that 
men wear ties at 
lunch, the acces- 
sory is still 
something of 
a status sym- 
bol there. 
Manager 
Roger Rice says 
men in ties get more 
prominent tables. 
“We try to certainly 
have the room look a lit- 
tle more formal,” he says.

Gardening Tips 

Post garden editor ADRIAN HIGGINS 
was online Tuesday and offered 
advice about leaf-dropping ficus 
trees, hanging flower baskets and 
whatyou can still plantforthesum- 
mer season. 


Is there any way 
to rescue a large 
indoor ficus plant 
that has been over- 
watered? I tried to 
dry it out, but I’m worried that the 
usual leaf loss from temperature 
change will exacerbate the leaf 


loss from overwatering. Should I try 
to re-pot it, or is it worth saving? 

As long as the pot drains, one soak- 
ing isn’t going to kill it. I would, as 
a matter of course, bring the ficus 
outside for the season, in a shel- 
tered shady spot, and endure the 
leaf drop. I think it makes for a 
healthier plant, and you can spray 
against pests far more easily out- 
side. 

I’ve been growing broccoli for a month 
or so now. The problem is, I planted 
too many plants too close together. I 
want to know whether broccoli trans- 
plants well or whether I should just 
leave it alone at this point. 

You should definitely thin the 
seedlings, or you will have an 


entire crop of stunted and grudg- 
ing plants. Whether you can save 
the thinned plants is doubtful. Be 
ruthless, that’s my advice. Keep 
them evenly watered. 

Are we too late to plant anything 
that will flower this summer? 

You could still plant annuals for 
summer and fall flowering, includ- 
ing cosmos and zinnias. You could 
also plant perennials that will flow- 
er in the fall, including asters, Japa- 
nese anemones and hardy begonias, 
to name a few.

A REAL TOSS-UP 

Feel like you constantly have too 
many balls in the air? Then learn 
to actually juggle them. It’s a great 
stress reliever, says Johnarthur 
Lightfoot, 59, who teaches class- 
es in the ancient art of catch, toss 
and release. 

The D.C. native discovered jug- 
gling as a teen while watching a per- 
former on “The Ed Sullivan Show.” 
Inspired, he proceeded to teach 
himself how to do it. Now, in his 
classes other wannabes learn how 
to keep objects flying through the 
air. Juggling improves dexterity and 
hand-eye coordination, and it builds 
self-confidence, Lightfoot claims.

FACING FACTS 

Phrases like “chiseled jaw,” “elephant 
ears” and “aquiline nose” are often 
used to describe people’s mugs. In 
Fairfax County’s Face Reading 
class, students learn how analyz- 
ing someone’s features can help 
them understand themselves and 
those around them. “Everyone has 
talents, and face reading can clue 
you into the authentic ones,” says 
instructor Rose Rosetree, 59. 

Using Rosetree’s book, “The 
Power of Face Reading,” students 
winnow in on skills and personal- 
ity traits that are reputedly tied to 
what people look like. “You find that 
your face is perfect as an expression 
of who you are,” says Sterling-based 
Rosetree, who is often hired to read 
faces at parties. 

During the class, Rosetree fills 
students in on her theories. For 
instance, she says people with ears 
that lie flat against their heads are 
likely to have superb manners, and a

dude with a major chin thrust prob- 
ably loves nothing more than a good 
competition. 

Students also learn the theory 
behind face reading (not expression 
reading — who can’t tell a grimace 
from a smirk?) and practice reading 
each others’ countenances, leaving 
with practical techniques. Knowing 
whether shifty eyes make a shifty 
person can be a useful skill for peo- 
ple in sales or singles assessing a 
potential date, Rosetree says.

“Some people go out and buy a funny 
hat and think they’re a clown, but 
there’s a lot more to it than that,” 
says instructor Martha Ades of 
Fairfax, Va., who has been enter- 
taining folks as a clown for nine 
years.

Its Nice to Be Kneaded 


A Maryland 
woman muscles 
her way from real 
estate to massage 

Seven years ago, Tam Gelman really 
needed to relax. As a specialist in 
refinancing apartment buildings 
and commercial real estate, she 
ran two firms of her own that had 
offices in four cities. This meant fre- 
quent travel to close deals on Wall 
Street. “In 14 years, we did several 
hundred million dollars in busi- 
ness,” she says. 

Not surprisingly, Gelman’s 
60 -hour workweeks took a toll. 
When a physical showed extreme 
levels of cortisol, a stress hormone, 
her doctor recommended exercise 
and massage. Already exercising. 


she began weekly massage treat- 
ments. 

“It made me whole again, body, 
mind and spirit,” she says simply. 

But the travel continued, 
and “I was tired of living 
out of garment bags,’ 
says the Laytonsville, 

Md., resident. In 
2000, a fellow mort- 
gage banker asked 
Gelman to go with her to 
an open house at Potomac 
Massage Training Institute, 
south of Friendship Heights in 
the District. 

“I said I’d go to give her moral 
support,” Gelman says. “She stood 
me up — and I joined the program 
on the spot.” 

Upon starting PMTI’s course 
later that year, she bought out her 
partner, downsized her real estate 


business, and kept it going with just 
two other people. During her sec- 
ond semester of school — “the most 
intense” — she worked on refinanc- 
ing Rockefeller Center in New 
York while learning deep- 
tissue massage in D.C. 
(“Stressful? Yeah,” she 
laughs.) 

After finishing 
her training in 2002, 
Gelman stayed on to 
intern at PMTI, “to help 
me transition and to grasp the 
parts of the program I hadn’t been 
able to pay enough attention to at 
the time.” Her last real estate deal 
was acting as leasing agent when 
PMTI moved to its current loca- 
tion in 2003. 

Around the same time, Gelman, 
now 49, started her own massage 
practice — Core, a Center for 


Wellness — in Kensington. Core’s 
staff includes four other massage 
therapists, an herbalist and a yoga 
teacher. 

So, how does she feel now? 

“My stress level went from a 10 
to a two,” Gelman says. Though 
she juggles the business with fam- 
ilytime and volunteering, she says, 
“I really love everything I do. It gives 
me genuine pleasure to see a client 
who has a problem and [to] help 
them feel better. They’re happy to 
see you when they come in, and 
they’re even happier when they 
leave. That’s a huge switch.” 

Her new income was also a 
change: Massage therapists with 
their own practices can make $70 
to $80 a session and see 20 to 25 
clients a week, says PMTI execu- 
tive director Demara Stamler. 
Expenses include insurance and 


office space. 

“I make a comfortable living, 
but it’s certainly not the six-figure 
income I was used to,” Gelman says. 
“The payoff is in physical, emotion- 
al and spiritual well-being.” That 
includes one-on-one connections 
with clients and more time at

home to enjoy her husband and 
their animals, plus other pursuits 
like antiquing and refurbishing a 
beach house. 

She’s not alone in making a change 
to a literally hands-on, people-ori- 
ented career. PMTI, which has been 
called the Harvard of East Coast mas- 
sage schools, attracts about 200 stu- 
dents ayear, ranging in age from their 
20s through their 70s. 

“We do a lot of checking to make 
sure our students are suitable, 
mature professionals,” says execu- 
tive director Demara Stamler. About 
30 of the school’s 1,800 graduates 
teach there, including Gelman. 

The accredited, nonprofit PMTI 
offers an 18 -month, part-time pro- 
gram — good for those transitioning 
out of work or family responsibilities. 
“You can learn anatomy and tech- 
nique in six months,” Stamler says, 
“but the hands don’t learn that fast.” 
Beginning students practice on one 
another and observe clients; inter- 
mediate and advanced students work 
on clients. Tuition and supplies are 
about $9,300. 

“There’s a huge emphasis on 
personal growth here. That’s the 
piece I continue to value most,” 
Gelman says. And then there are 
those happy clients, one of whom 
told her, “Knowing you has com- 
pletely turned my life around.” 

There’s no greater honor than 
helping such a client, Gelman says, 
“If helping others touches your heart 
and fulfills you, this can be a very 
rewarding career.”

Why is it more important to be like- 
able than competent? 

There’s a lot of research published 
that says that people are hired 
because of their skills and fired 
because of whether they’re like- 
able. People who are competent at 
work but not likeable are judged 
by their peers as incompetent, so 
if you want to be judged as compe- 
tent, give compliments to people. 
The most core career advice you 
can get is “learn to be well-liked.”

You advocate saying “no” to your 
boss. How can that help you? 

Your boss wants you to work on 
whatever is their highest priority, 
and he or she doesn’t always know

put there by someone who thinks 
of office politics as backstabbing.

Do you have advice on the best way 
to handle leaving a Job? 

Think about leaving as a network- 
ing opportunity.

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By ramping up 
science programs, 
colleges boost 
their enrollment 

It’s a Thursday morning at 9:15, 
and Jenny Donaldson is one of 
17 students in her physics class at 
Montgomery College in Rockville 
watching their lab instructor dem- 
onstrate how to use an instrument 
called a cathode ray tube. One of 
only three women in the room, 
Donaldson leans forward to get 
a better view, then picks up an 
instruction pamphlet and heads 
back to her work station. She sur- 
veys the equipment in front of her: 
a diagnostic oscilloscope. 

Donaldson could pass for a high 
school student. But she’s a 22-year-old 
mother and a full-time undergradu- 
ate at Montgomery College, where she 
is studying aerospace engineering, a 
rigorously competitive field dominat- 
ed by men. Sitting at her lab table, she 
is a picture of concentration. 

This class is just a small part of a 
plan for Donaldson. After complet- 
ing a second year at Montgomery 
College, she plans to transfer in 


2008 to a four-year institution for 
a bachelor’s degree in engineering. 
She hopes to attend graduate school 
before launching a career designing 
and building spacecraft. 

“I’m a hands-on person,” she 
says. “I didn’t just want to look into 
a telescope for the rest of my life, so 
that’s why I chose engineering.” 

The path to Donaldson’s dream 
career has been rocky. A few years 
ago, she graduated from George 
Mason High School in Falls Church 
with a 3.8 GPA and a transcript 
that reflected her love of science. 
But after enrolling at American 
University, she still had no idea 
what she wanted to do. 

Her lack of direction led to 
sliding grades, and, after three 
semesters at AU, she took a leave 
of absence in spring 2004 to work 
full time at the CD Game Exchange 
in Tenleytown. That summer, she 
discovered she was pregnant by her 
longtime boyfriend. 

Last spring, Donaldson decid- 
ed it was time to get back on track. 
She first heard about Montgomery 
College from a friend who told her 
of his own experience there, empha- 
sizing his surprise at the availability 
and enthusiasm of his professors. 


“He wasn’t an engineering 
student, but he told me almost 
every class he took was like that,” 
Donaldson says. 

The school’s engineering pro- 
gram has such an impressive track 
record for attracting good students 
that it recently received a three - 
year, $500,000 grant from the 
U.S. Department of Education to 
increase the number of women and 
minorities pursuing degrees there. 
Nationally, enrollment in engineer- 
ing programs has been decreasing 
since the mid-1980s, according to 
Sanjay Rai, instructional dean of sci- 
ence, engineering and mathematics 
at Montgomery College. 

“The numbers are against us,” 
Rai says. “China is opening sev- 
eral new universities just to teach 
engineering. India is doing the 
same thing. South Korea produc- 
es the same number of engineers as 
the United States, and their popu- 
lation is one -sixth of ours.” 

The United States relies heavily 
on recruitment of foreign-born tal- 
ent in the science and engineering 
fields. During the last 15 years, one- 
third of the Nobel Prizes awarded 
to those working in America in sci- 
ence, engineering and math went to 


people born in other countries. 

Montgomery College’s engineer- 
ing enrollment has doubled over the 
last eight years, with 750 declared 
engineering majors last fall. Pending 
the approval of state funding, the 
Rockville campus plans to break 
ground in summer 2008 on a 
$60 million science center, which 
will include space for the engineer- 
ing program. 

The enrollment spike fits a larger 
trend. After years of students shun- 
ning community colleges for four- 
year universities, exorbitant tuition 
at the latter are spurring more people 
to earn credits at a community col- 
lege first. As a result, Montgomery 
College has been able to recruit 
stronger students and top-flight 
faculty, and their students frequent- 
ly transfer to impressive four-year 
programs. The most common trans- 
fer destination is the University of 
Maryland. 

The transition for most students 
is smooth, says Muhammad 
Kehnemouyi, chairman of the 
engineering department. “The first 
two years at Montgomery College, 
compared to the first two years at 
a four-year university, are identi- 
cal,” he says. 


In creating its grant program a 
few years ago, the U.S. Department 
of Education was heeding a recent 
call to Congress by the National 
Academy of Engineering to sup- 
port efforts to double the number 
of engineering graduates by 2015.

at Montgomery College. The pro- 
gram has roughly equal percent- 
ages of Asian, black, Hispanic 
and white students. The average 
age of engineering students is 22, 
and about 10 percent are over age 
30, according to college officials. 
The school plans to use the grant 
to strengthen recruitment at local 
high schools. The college also hopes 
to establish more agreements with 
four-year institutions that ensure 
that its engineering courses are 
accepted for credit when students 
transfer. Under an agreement with 
George Washington University, 
Montgomery College engineering 
students with at least 60 credits and 
a 3.7 GPA are eligible to receive a 
$20,000 annual scholarship. 

In many ways, Donaldson is 
just the kind of student the college 
hopes to attract. She has a 4.0 GPA. 
In May, she received the Frank L. 
Verwiebe Award for Academic 
Excellence in Engineering, an annu- 
al prize presented by the school to 
three outstanding students. 

Donaldson has been fascinated 
with space sciences for as long as 
she can remember. “I have spent 
many nights looking up at the sky 
and wondering what new things we 
might discover out there,” she says. 
Engineering offered the most direct 
path. But with a child to support, “If 
there hadn’t been an option like this, 
it would have been much harder for 
me to go back,” she says. “I had to 
know that I’d be able to afford it 
... and juggle everything else.” But 
now that Donaldson has found 
direction, the worries have sub- 
sided. “We’re just happy,” she says. 
“We just have fun, the three of us.

Weekend Styles. Every Friday 
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French women 
are slicing into a 
meaty field once 
reserved for men 


Stephanie Gerbier goes to work 
dressed for combat. She wears body 
armor under her apron, steel-rein- 
forced shoes and a metal glove on 
her left arm. Her weapon of choice 
is aflat, razor-sharp knife. 

She can truss up a round of beef 
to look as exquisite as a jewelry box, 
carve veal scallops so thin that the 
slices are nearly translucent and 
extract precision cuts from a 660- 
pound side of beef 

Because of those skills, the 
23 -year-old Gerbier this year 
became one of the first two women 
to win France’s annual competition 
for best apprentice butcher. 

Gerbier is breaking cultural barri- 
ers in a trade that mirrors the transfor- 
mations in the European workplace 
of the 21st century. The attraction of 
prestigious white-collar and high-tech 
professions has steered young people 
away from Old World artisanal crafts, 
many of which have been open only to 
men for centuries. As a result, women 
are more able to enter trades that were 
largely closed to them. 

Facing a shortage of as many as 

5.000 butchers, France’s historical- 
ly macho meat industry has begun 
welcoming women. This summer, 
the national Federation of Butcher 
Shops is targeting women in a 
recruiting drive — and promoting 
Gerbier as one of its success stories 
in a field that now has about 100 
female certified butchers. 

“The only drawback to being a 
woman butcher is that you can’t 
carry heavy pieces of meat like a 
200 -pound leg on your own,” said 
Gerbier. “I need to ask for help, but 
that’s a minor inconvenience.” 

The butcher shortage comes as 
the French butcher shop is strug- 
gling to survive in the face of growing 
competition from supermarkets and 
an expanding fast-food culture. In 
the past three decades, France has 
lost nearly half of its butcher shops: 

21.000 are open today, down from 
more than 40,000. 

“People think that being a butch-

er is gross,” said Gerbier. “But it’s not 
the case. We work in a very clean 
environment. The meat we get is 
washed before we work on it; it’s 
not all bloody.” 

French butcher shops seem to 
have more in common with pastry 
shops than with the butcher coun- 
ters found in the United States. At 
the Maison Vessiere, where Gerbier 
is an apprentice, in the picturesque 
southeastern city of Lyon, the cote de 
boeuf, veal scaloppini and merguez 
sausages are arrayed as meticulously 
as cakes and petits fours. 

Gerbier said she developed a 
fascination with butcher shops as 
a young girl wandering the markets 
in the nearby village of Tassin. She 
often sneaked behind the counters 
to watch the butchers at work. When 
she told her parents she wanted to 
become a butcher, they ordered her 
to earn a high school diploma and 
take law courses instead. 

She tried law; she tried insur- 
ance. She hated both. Two years 
ago, she signed up for a butcher’s 
program without telling her par- 
ents. “Like many people in our 
society, my parents looked down 
on apprenticeships,” Gerbier said.

When she confessed that she’d 
signed up for butcher school, “they 
said I wouldn’t last,” she said. “Their 
criticism motivated me to prove that 
I could do it.” 

Training is rigorous. For each 
week in class learning theory, 
hygiene and EU regulations, stu- 
dents spend two weeks working in 
a butcher shop or behind a super- 
market meat counter. Gerbier

Started on pork cutlets, among 
the cheapest pieces of meat. She 
spent a week mastering veal. She 
has spent months perfecting her 
work on lamb — which requires 
precise cuts. 

She plans to continue studying 
for another two years for a more 
advanced certification, with courses 
that will include management and 
other skills for running a butcher 
business. 

Her boss, Joel Lucas, 42, said that 
as a woman, Gerbier is a novelty to 
the customers. “In this field, people 
are used to seeing women serving 
food, but not cutting meat,” Lucas 
said. Gerbier said she heard one client 
tell her boss, ‘You shouldn’t leave your 
cute little butcher in the back.” 

But when she began winning 
local and regional meat-prepara- 
tion competitions, she said, many 
once-supportive male colleagues at 
the Francois Rabelais butcher school 
— where she is the only female stu- 
dent — turned on her. Serge Vialan, 
53, her professor, said he once found 
his only female student in tears over 
the barbs of male classmates. 

Each year, the Federation of 
Butcher Shops holds a compe- 
tition for the 3,700 apprentices 
in butcher training. After local 
eliminations and six hours of slic- 
ing, carving and decorating, three 
trainees are selected as the year’s 
top apprentice butchers. This year, 
two of the three were women — the 
first time any woman made it to 
the top. “My dad now brags about 
me with everyone,” Gerbier said.
